GOOD AETERNOON. AT THIS MORNING'S SESSION WHICH LASTED A LITTLE 
OVER ONE HOUR, THE SOVIET SIDE MADE A PRSENTATION. ALL THE 
TALKING WAS CARRIED ON BY THE SOVIET SIDE, BY MR. GROMYKO. WE 
AGREED TO STUDY AND RESPOND TO THE PRESENTATION THIS AFTERNOON. 

THE AFTERNOON MEETING WILL BE, AND I CANNOT BE EXACT AT THIS POINT, 
EITHER AT 4:30 OR 5:00 AND I WOULD BE LEANING AT THIS POINT TOWARD 
TELLING YOU 5:00. THE DECISION TO PROCEED THIS WAY WAS BY COMMON 
AGREEMENT. I CANNOT SPEAK SPECIFICALLY ABOUT THE POSSIBILITY OF 
ANOTHER MEETING TOMORROW MORNING. I WOULD, HOWEVER, NOT RULE OUT A 
COMMUNIQUE IN ANY CASE BEING ISSUED TOMORROW. I AM DOUBTFUL 
THAT THERE WILL BE A PRESS CONFERENCE TONIGHT BY THE SECRETARY. I 
EXPECT THAT HOWEVER LONG THE MEETING GOES ON THERE WILL BE WORK ON 
A POSSIBLE COMMUNIQUE AFTER IT. THERE WILL, HOWEVER, BE A 
CONFERENCE BY THE SECRETARY HERE AT SOME POINT SATURDAY BEFORE 
WE DEPART. WHILE I AM NOT OVERBURDENED WITH CHARACTERIZATIONS 
FOR YOU OF THE MEETING, I CAN SAY GENERALLY THAT WE ARE CONTINUING 
TO WORK INTENSIVELY AND THAT THE MEETINGS THUS FAR HAVE BEEN WORTX- 
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WHILE. I DO NOT HAVE AN ADEQUATE DEARTURE TIME FOR 
THOSE OF YOU WHO ARE TRAVELING WITH THE SECRETARY. I CAN TELL 
YOU THAT BECAUSE OF AN AIR SHOW AT ANDREWS WE SHAN'T BE LEAVING 
BEEORE ONE O'CLOCK BECAUSW WE CAN'T GO INTO ANDREWS ANY EARLIER 
THAN THE TIME THAT IT WOULD TAKE FROM ONE O'CLOCK ON. QUESTIONS? 

Q. HODDING, YOU SAID PRESENTATION. DO YOU MEAN THAT THE SOVIETS 
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HAVE MADE A PROPOSAL? 

A. I THINK I'LL SAY THEY MADE A PRESENTATION. 

Q. OE WHAT? 

A. PRESENTATION OE THEIR PARTICULAR VIEWS ON THE SUBJECT WE'VE 
BEEN DISCUSSING, WHICH IS SALT. 

Q. BUT IS IT A SPECIFIC PROPOSAL? 

A. I THINK THAT IT WOULD BE, IT WOULD BE, I DON'T THINK THAT I COULD

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A. AS I UNDERSTAND IT, ALL THE SPEAKING WAS DONE BY THE SOVIET 
SIDE. 

Q. WAS IT KNOWN YESTERDAY BY BOTH SIDES THAT TODAY, THIS MORNING, 
THERE WOULD BE A PRESENTATION BY THE SOVIETS? 

A. I DON'T HAVE ANYTHING ON THAT. I'M NOT SURE THAT IT WAS TOTALLY 
UNDERSTOOD. I THINK, HOWEVER, THAT IT WAS AGREED THAT THAT WOULD 
BE THE WAY, AND IT WOULD BE - THAT THE SOVIET SIDE WOULD MAKE 
THEIR PRESENTATION AND THAT WE WOULD STUDY IT AND THAT WE WOULD 
COME BACK TOGETHER THIS AETERNOON. 

Q. HODDING ... 

A. WAIT A MINUTE, I HAVE A QEUESTION OVER HERE. 

Q. IS IT SAEE TO ASSUME THAT THE SECRETARY IS IN TOUCH WITH THE 
PRESIDENT BEFORE RESPONDING TO THE SOVIET PRESENTATION? 
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A. IT IS SAFE TO ASSUME THAT HE WILL HAVE BEEN IN CONTACT WITH THE 
PRESIDENT BEEORE HE RESPONDS. 

Q. IS THE SOVIET PRESENTATION IN RESPONSE TO AN AMEICAN 
PRESENTATION OE YESTERDAY? 

A. THE SOVIET PRSENTATION IS THE RESULT OF THE PAUSE AFTER THE 
TWO DAY'S WORTH OF DISCUSSIONS THAT WE HAVE HAD AND I THNK YOU 
CAN DRAW INTERENCES FROM THAT, BUT I DON'T WANT TO GO ANY FURTHER.

WORTHWHILE, EVEN THE LAST ONE?

Q. WILL THE OUTCOME OF THIS AFERNOON'S OR TONIGHT'S MEETING 
DETERMINE WHETHER OR NOT THERE IS A MEETING TOMORROW MORNING? 

A. I DON'T REALLY THINK THAT WHAT'S HAPPENING THIS AFTERNOON AND
